THE FALLOUT PROBLEM 
Sirs: 


Referring to “Facing the Fallout 
Problem” (Lire, Feb. 28), there is an 
inexpensive device which may help 
limit mortality following an attack by 
nuclear weapons. It is a locket-type 
gadget known as a glass dosimeter, 
which consists of a small piece of 
radiation-sensitive glass encased in 
plastic. Following exposure to radia- 
tion, these devices can be “read” by 
an electronic instrument which indi- 
cates the total amount of nuclear ra- 
diation received by the wearer. 

Unlike many other devices, the 
glass dosimeter “‘accumulates”’ dos- 
ave. By keeping a running total of the 
radiation received, it should be espe- 
cially valuable to emergency crews 
which cannot stay in shelters, 

Over a million of these have been 
purchased by the U.S. Navy and they 
are now available to state and local 
Civil Defense units at a cost of gen- 
erally less than one dollar.

Science, which in the past has triumphed over 
many obstacles, is now confronting a challenge 
that threatens the very existence of mankind.

DIRECT EFFECTS ON THE BODY 


The only way scientists can discover the immediate effects of radiation is 
to experiment with animals and even with man himself (below). Since 
sheer physical size has much to do with a victim’s reaction to overall 
body radiation, some scientists are using burros and sheep—which have 
bodies roughly as big as man’s. So far they have discovered that the de- 
struction caused by ‘radiation includes the burning, blistering and rup- 
tured breakdown of many delicate internal organs (right). As one radiol- 
ogist gloomily describes the situation, “It’s like having a very bad 
sunburn which fills your entire body.” Yet even if a victim recovers from 
these first effects, more serious trouble can follow later when radioactive 
elements which have been inhaled or swallowed settle in bones and cer- 
tain glands, where they continue to burn, irritate and finally destroy or- 
gans or start cancers. One of the most mysterious effects is deadly 
leukemia—a cancerlike disease of the blood. In spite of the extraor- 
dinary complexity of the injuries that are inflicted by radiation, sci- 
entists have discovered some hopeful avenues for research (next page).

AMID GRAVE CONCERN 


So far the most hopeful discoveries about radi- 
ation provide only fruitful hints on how to 
protect man. It is known, for instance, that 
some individuals are naturally more resistant 
to radioactivity than others. Animals can stand 
more radiation when their blood producing ma- 
chinery is shielded from destruction (above). 
Grasshoppers (right) show no radiation effects 
in early stages of growth as long as they are in 
hibernation. Radiologists are already testing a 
drug which enables mice to survive double the 
lethal dose of radiation. If it proves to be equal- 
ly eflective for humans, it will be a precious 
added source of protection for people trapped 
in radioactive fallout zones.

Arkansas tax is talked to death 


Drawling and dawdling, the uninhibited Arkan- 
sas House of Representatives had shuffled its 
way through 56 almost wholly unproductive 
days of the 60-day session. Entering its final 
four days last week, the house faced an Ozark- 
sized stack of unconsidered bills and one over- 
whelming problem: pay for teachers. 

No state has a lower pay scale for teachers 
than Arkansas. Salaries range from $1,300 to 
$3,000 and the average is just $2,234. The 
state's share of even these modest wages con- 
sumes a third of its entire budget and this year 
the meager scale was endangered by a sharp 
decline in tax revenue. 

Without new taxes, warned Governor Orval 
Faubus, there would have to be wage cuts for 
teachers or reductions in school services. The 
governor proposed that the legislature increase 
the state sales tax from 2% to 3%. It was a 
drastic move, for the sales tax was already 
highly unpopular and some thoughtful oppo- 
nents of the bill worried about new tax bur- 
dens for a hard-pressed state economy. 

As the house met early Monday morning, 
the sales tax was the hottest of the 390 bills 
awaiting action. To become law, the tax bill, 
like any other, had to survive three readings in 
the house, then three more in the senate. Bill 
Ward, the governor's floor leader on the tax 
issue, snapped his galluses and rasped into ac- 
tion. He did his best by oratory and private 
persuasion, worked his blood pressure so high 
a doctor warned him he might drop dead on the 
floor. Bill might have saved his energy; the 
implacable opposition closed its ears to argu- 
ment and refused to let the teachers’ claim 
come to a vote. At right is the chronological 
story of how the tax bill was talked to death.

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EDITORIAL 


THE MARKET AND ITS ‘FRIENDS’ 
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WHAT IT NEEDS IS NOT MORE EXPERTS BUT MORE PEOPLE TO OWN A STAKE IN INDUSTRY 


As a Senate committee began its “friendly study” of the 
stock market, calling New York Stock Exchange President 
Keith Funston as its lead-off witness, Chairman J. William 
Fulbright stated a praiseworthy objective. “Qur aim,” said 
he, “is education, not accusation.”” Never was education so 
badly needed. For seldom, as the hearings themselves soon 
demonstrated, had such an important area of our economy 
been surrounded by so vast an area of ignorance. 

Consider the startling statistic which Funston himself pro- 
duced out of a recent study. In the greatest capitalist nation 
in the world, where common stockholders own the industries 
that provide the livelihood for us all, 77% of the adult U.S. 
population do not even know what common stock is. 

But the public is not the only ignoramus. Some of the sen- 
ators themselves showed equally profound confusion as to 
what the stock market is, and ought to be. Even Indiana’s 
Homer Capehart, himself an industrialist, made the mistake 
of calling speculation “gambling.” Illinois’ Paul Douglas, a 
former economics professor, properly corrected him: ““Gam- 
bling adds to the sum total of risk; speculation is a system 
for the better spreading of existing risk.” 

It was two majority committeemen, Senator F ulbright him- 
self and Oklahoma’s Mike Monroney, who displayed a perfect 
contradiction in logic. First, Fulbright looked down his nose 
at Funston’s own educational efforts to get more U.S. citi- 
zens to become shareholders in their enterprises; Fulbright’s 
questions implied that this was some sort of shell game. 
Then Monroney lamented the stock market's failure to ful- 
fill its primary function of attracting equity capital—i.e., new 
money to build new plants. It has failed to do so, precisely 
because too few people have been interested in owning stock. 
Yet Fulbright and Monroney failed to see the mutual contra- 
diction of their two attitudes. 

It is equally illogical to question—as one witness did—a 
liberalized capital gains tax on the grounds that it would 
make more people buy stocks. Of course it would, and that 
is why it is desirable. 

Howev er, spokesmen for the stock market did not alwavs 
make sense at the hearings either. Both Funston and the 
American Exchange's Edw ard McCormick expressed their 
faith in the current price level and by so doing created the 
impression that present price levels are sound. It isn’t any of 
Funston’s or McCormick's business to judge the soundness 
of stock prices. Their business is to provide a free auction 
market, which they do. In any free auction market, only one 
thing can safely be predicted about prices. That is, as J. P. 
Morgan said long ago, that they will “fluctuate.” They can, 
indead, Ruatinie so quickly and so sev erely as to wipe out 
the unwary who have bought too much on credit—and the 
market may do so quite illogically, as in September 1946, 
when it nose-dived at the beginning of what turned out to be 
U.S. industry’s biggest and most profitable boom in history. 
It can nose-dive again, tomorrow or the day after, and make 
Funston look very silly with his talk about the “soundness” 
of price levels. 


But that is a very different thing from Funston’s main 
campaign to broaden the ownership of stocks. Whether prices 
are high or low, people who start a regular program of invest- 
ment in a top-notch company usually come out ahead, because 
the prices they pay average out somewhere in between the 
highs and lows of the market’s ups and downs—and the 
company’s growth increases the value. 


Those, like Harvard’s Professor J. K. Galbraith, who 


frightened investors by raising the specter of 1929, overlook 
the fact that people whe bought good stocks, even at 1929's 
frenzied peaks, came out ahead if they kept them. For ex- 
ample, $1,000 invested in Standard Oil (N.J.) would today 
be worth $3,021 and have yielded $1,170 in dividends; $1,000 
in IBM would today be worth $8,188 and have yielded $1,090 
in dividends. That does not make an argument for paying 
high prices: it does make an argument for stocks, 

What is a common stock anyway? I[t is simply an equal 
share in the ownership of an enterprise, entitled to an equal 
share of the profits, if any, and an equal voice in electing 
the management that runs it. Any management can at any 
time be thrown out by the stockholders—as Robert R. Young 
demonstrated with his seizure of New York Central. 

Accordingly, share-owning is a form of corporate democ- 
racy. in which every share holds one vote. Any majority of 
these votes, or even a concerted minority, can choose the 
directors who choose the executives. For citizens not to have 
a voice in selecting the management of their enterprises is 
almost as bad for corporate deniearany as failing to vote is 
bad for political democracy. Whether or not stock prices are 
inflated at the moment, surely every worker could afford, 
without any great risk, to buy at least one share of stock in 
his enterprise. Practically every father could buy at least one 
share of stock for his son or daughter, to teach them 
the practical workings of share ownership. 

Whether any of them ought to buy more is a matter for 
their own prudent judement. Generally no one ought to buy 
stocks until he has provided for his home and his insurance 
and has enough savings to tide him over emergencies. But 
when one has savings to spare he is justified in starting a 
program of periodic investing in the best stock he can find 
with professional advice. Past results would give him good 
reason to believe that such investment, over the long run, 
would bring him out farther ahead—or closer to keeping up 
with inflation—than if he merely kept the funds in the bank. 


Speculation is something else. Speculation is putting the 
desire for enhancement ahead of the desire for generally 
predictable returns—for growth, rather than dividends. It is 
the difference between buying Ford stock in 1903 and buy- 
ing Standard Oil, whose success was already established: or 
between buying a uranium stock today and buying G.M. It 
is a far bigger risk, with the possibility of a far bigger pay- 
off-as well as a far bigger loss. But people who are willing 
and able to take such risks enable new industries to get born, 
and in that sense speculation is a social good. In a very real 
sense, America grew great on speculation. 

It may be, as Marriner Eccles says, that too many people 
are buying stocks on credit, and that margin requirements 
ought to be raised, perhaps even to a completely cash basis, 
as Galbraith urges. It may be, too, that unlisted stocks, which 
are not now foulaied by the Securities Exchange Canine: 
sion, ought to be. Fulbright and the Senate will serve the 
country el to plug any such chinks, and to do everything 
possible to prevent a speculative frenzy. But they will serve 
the country poorly indeed if they seek to frighten that 
95.9% of the public which already owns no stock out of buy- 
ing any at all. As Funston pointed out, the $60 billion indus- 
irial growth projected for the next decade will require the 
raising of $5 to $6 billion a year by new stock financing. 
That can only be done if Americans are willing to bet on the 
future. And the more stock ownership broadens corporate 
democracy, the more it will strengthen political democracy.

The Germans’ preoccupation with their two major political issues— 
the Saar and rearmament—found a satiric outlet in this year’s big pre- 
Lenten parade at Cologne. In line with an old tradition, huge papiér- 
maché caricatures of Chancellor Adenauer (right and above) ribbed 
the German leader for trying so hard to soothe the French. But in 
the nearby capital of Bonn it was the lampooned leader himself who 
really had the last laugh (below). After drawn-out debate, and over 
angry protests of the Socialists, the Bundestag finally ratified rearma- 
ment. By a much narrower margin it also passed the much criti- 
cized Saar agreement signed by Adenauer and former French Premier 
Mendés-France in Paris last October. While passage of the Saar agree- 
ment threatened for a time a split in Adenauer’s own Christian Demo- 
cratic coalition, by last week even that breach seemed to be healed.

As dawn broke over Sardi’s and other Manhattan all- 
night theatrical beaneries on Friday, Feb. 25, it be- 
came evident to the envious patrons that “The King 
and Cy” had done it again, The royal pair under dis- 
cussion were, respectively, Ernest H. Martin, 36, and 
Cy Feuer, 44, who had just accomplished the near- 
impossible feat of producing their fifth musical win- 
ner (Sik Stockings) in just five tries. Their first, 
Where's Charley? (1948), netted a tidy beginners’ 
$315,000. Their second, Guys and Dolls, this year 
joined the Big Two, Oklahoma! and South Pacific, in 
topping the $2 million profit mark and has been sold 
for more than a million in a film deal with Sam Gold- 
wyn. Can-Can, now in its 96th week on Broadway, is 
a hit in London too and sold to Fox for $750,000. Boy 
Friend opened last October, has already paid off its 
$118,000 cost and banked $120,000 profit. The firm 
of Feuer and Martin is highly solvent. 

How did this prodigious two-headed golden goose 
get this far without laying an egg? Just after the war 
Feuer, then a New Yorker who was musical director 
for a Hollywood movie company, met Martin, a Cali- 
fornian and West Coast producer for a radio com- 
pany. They had both just come from a trip to Broad- 
way. They were unimpressed by what they saw and, 
comparing notes on the chancy way that musicals 
seemed to be produced, they formed an unwritten 
partnership almost on sight. Cy, short, graying, ex- 
plosive, became the tactician and Ernie, tall, dark, 
talkative, the long-term strategist. ““We landed on 
Broadway with the one object of making a living out 
of producing,” says Martin. “‘We're about the only 
producers today living directly off the theater and 
nothing else.”” Money for Ihere’s Charley? was not 
easy to come by. ("Today,” says Martin, “we could 
do a musical of The Snake Pit and get the dough in 
ten minutes.’*) 


From the first it was clear that here was a new kind 
of producer—or at least a return (some thought a 
healthy one) to the colorful, iron-fisted despots of the 
old days. The boys spare no feelings, including their 
own, throw out songs, browbeat authors and direc- 
tors, bar colleagues from the theater, and lavish any 
amount of effort, time or money on a show they once 
bite into, They consider producing musicals a manu- 
facturing craft and go at it with an almost frighten- 
ing efficiency and single-mindedness. They pay more 
personal attention (sometimes called “‘meddling”’) to 
every detail of every show 
they produce than any oth- 
er impresarios operating on 
Broadway. 

F&M’s almost maniacal 
methods and their obvious: 
ly inexhaustible supply of 
moxie are, from the stand- 

oint of cash results, un- 
challengeable. So far. And 
though the wake of out- 
raged talent they've left 
behind in seven years is al- 
most as long as their string 
of hits, there’s not a sin- 
gle beef about a flop. 

George Abbott, who re- 
spects the way they keep a 
show out of town till it’s 
ready to come in, regard- 
less of cost, quotes a fa- 
vorite Broadway remark,

“They haven’t yet been chastened by failures.”’ But 
Abbott, though he just about held his own as direc- 
tor of Charley, will probably not try it again, Not so 
Abe Burrows, who wrote and directed Can-Can, co- 
authored Stockings and has a new show, Top Ten, for 
them. “I like to work for them! ... They care more 
than anyone else | know. They spend their whole 
lime caring desperately about making a show a hit 
and nothing else matters. They never make peace for 
the sake of being pleasant. They'd die first. But you 
can’t argue with five in a row... .”’ Michael Kidd, 
choreographer on Dol/s and a Brooklyn schoolmate 
of Feuer and Burrows, agrees: “I can shout as loudly 
as them. [ don't like to but T can, Their shouting is 
just aloud extension of their intense interest. There's 
no reprimand intended.” 


But besides energy and an uncanny instinct for 
picking popular ideas (Stockings started off as “Let's 
do something about Russia”; the idea of adapting 
Ninotehka came later), F&M seem to have an odd 
knack, of which they themselves may even be un- 
aware, of knowing what a gifted colleague is trying to 
do better than he does himself. Though any producer 
will tell you this is creative talent, it is really a large 
source of anti-F&M accusations that may range from 
a mild-mannered “They're awfully bossy” to the 
wounded screams of one disgruntled associate who 
calls them “‘dollar-mad brain-pickers with overpaw- 
ering inferiority complexes. ... They have a demo- 
niae energy and a facility for selling ice cream to 
Eskimos but not much innate talent and they resent 
eggheads getting rich off them.” 

Probably no case better illustrates their single- 
mindedness than Boy Friend (Lire, Oct. 25). A hit 
in England, F&M wanted it put on in New York as 
nearly like the original as possible, [ts unhappy Eng- 
lish parents, Sandy Wilson and Vida Hope, watched 
with horror as their nostalgic bit turned out, they 
thought, to be a period satire. They may have been 
right, but Feuer was righter when he swore that, what- 
ever he was doing, he was making it a better show for 
Americans. He then barred Wilson and Hope [rom re- 
hearsals and hired a private eye to make sure that 
the two didn’t sneak in. 

Wilson, unlike another associate who swore, “If 
my kids were starving, I'd never do another for them 
as long as I live, so help me, God,” is quite philo- 
sophical about it all, and observed sadly this week, 
“Feuer and Martin are 
brilliant showmen in their 
own particular sphere and 
one might say, in their 
case, that the ends jus- 
tify the means. But when 
the means include abuse, 
insults and brute force, 
one cannot help wonder- 
ing if, under their regime, 
the creation of a musical 
play will lose some of its 
charm.” 

Despite Mr. Wilson’s 
misgivings, Messrs. Feuer 
and Martin, with a per- 
manent staff of nine and 
operating budget of $250,- 
000, are plunging noisily 
but smoothly ahead. And 
Broadway seems to love it.

CLASSY BANTAMS 


A brand new crop of tough little men is boxing's best 


Pound for pound, the best boxers in the world today are 
the bantamweights. This is good news for ringsiders be- 
cause through the years the bantams have been famous 
for fights filled with fast action and skillful punching. 
Few great bantams—who cannot weigh over 118 pounds 
—have possessed knockout punches, but the best have 
always been full of fight. In the ’30s, for instance, pint- 
sized hot shots like Sixto Escobar and Harry Jelfra 
shared the limelight with the great Joe Louis. 

Though the division declined after the "30s, it has 


now bounced back with an exciting new generation of 


fighters who have sprung up all over the globe. From 
Algeria, by way of France, came the world champion, 
durable Robert Cohen (above). The men who challenge 
him hail from Mexico, Italy, Thailand, South Africa, 
Seotland, Australia, Belgium and the U.S. To win his 
championship Cohen had to travel halfway around the 
world to whip Chamrern Songkitrat in Bangkok, Thai- 
land. Then Songkitrat had to go all the way to San 
Francisco to take on Mexico’s “Raton” Macias (p. 124).

A LEGACY 10 MANKIND

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In Part I of this abridged version of Mr. For- 
ester’s new novel, which appeared in Lire last 
week, Commander George Krause is sum- 
moned by an alarm to the bridge of the 
U.S. destroyer Keeling in the morning of one 
Wednesday early in 1942. He is a deeply reli- 
gious man, a conscientious officer who was 
nevertheless passed over for promotion until 
the expansion of the Navy. Now he com- 
mands the Kee/ing and also the Allied escort 
guarding a slow convoy making its way east- 
ward in the North Atlantic. 

The alarm leads to the pursuit of enemy 


submarines detected by radar and by sonar 
“contact.”” Just after one submarine has been 
destroyed, the convoy comes under new and 
heavy attacks. Commander Krause remains 
on the bridge all that day and on into the 
night. Now it is long after midnight on Thurs- 
day. A submarine wolf pack has launched 
from ambush the worst attack of all at the 
time when *‘vitality and alertness are] at their 
lowest in the blackest part of the night.”’ As 
Part Il begins, the Kee/ing and the Polish de- 
stroyer Viktor have been working together for 
hours trying to trap one U-boat of the pack. 
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dodging each other as they passed in the darkness. Viktor just head- 

ed off the U-boat from the convoy; Kee/ing missed her as she cir- 
cled, and Viktor missed her as she doubled back. Then closer contacts. 
Depth charges from Viktor. Depth charges from Keeling. Circle and 
turn. Sudden reports coming in from James and Dodge, out on the 
flanks, fighting their own battles. Orders repeated. Orders counter- 
manded as Viktor turned unexpectedly.

The telephone talker spoke. “‘Sonar reports torpedoes fired, sir.”

“Sonar reports torpedoes’ sound fading out,” said the talker. They 
were not aimed at Keeling, therefore.

Krause stared out into the darkness where the torpedoes were speed- 
ing at fifty knots towards Vikror.

went fishing together—the sun had brightened their happiness and 
their excitement as they took the train to fish for bass and on the very 
few, the memorable occasions when they had taken the ferry across 
the bay and had places in a boat on the tossing ocean under the gold- 
en sun.
